RESOLUTION 


ON THE 


POLICE ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF BURMA 


FOR THE YEAR 1901. 





Extract from the Proceedings of the Government of Burma in the Police Department,—No. 1R.—13, dated 
the 26th August 1902. 


READ— 
Report on the Police Administration of Burma for the year 1gor. 


RESOLUTION.—The Police had, on the whole, to deal with a smaller body of 
crime than in 1g00, and were less successful in dealing with it. Cattle-theft and 
serious hurt cases continued to constitute the bulk of important crime in Lower 
Burma. The conduct of the force, both Civil and Military Police, was good. 
Much-needed improvements in the pay and grading of Assistant Superintendents 
of Police received the sanction of the Government of India during the year. 


2. Constitution and cost of the force-——The total cost of the district execu- 
tive force exceeded the cost in the previous year by Rs. 90,000, the principal 
increase occurring under the head of ‘‘ Contingencies and miscellaneous expendi- 
ture.’ The constitution of the force remained practically the same as in 1900. 


3. Recruiting and conduct of the men.—Although the number of dismissals 
was less, the total number of punishments awarded shows a slight increase. It is 
satisfactory to note that the number of men rewarded increased considerably. 
Rewards earned in the Salween district are not shown in Statement F, as they 
were all paid in other districts. The large decrease in punishments in the 
Hanthawaddy district is reported by the District Superintendent of Police to 
be due to the omission of minor punishments mflicted by subordinate officers 
from the returns. This practice contravenes Article 992 of the Police Manual 
and should be discontinued. The increases in Toungoo and Amherst were due 
to more frequent infliction of minor punishments. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
satisfied that proper discretion was exercised in the infliction of these punish- 
ments. In the Yaméthin district departmental punishments fell from 109 to 18. 
The Inspector-General of Police is requested to report the reason of this sudden 
diminution, which was perhaps due to the change in the system of recording punish- 
ments. The increase of punishments and absence of rewards in Mergui is attri- 
buted by the Deputy Commissioner to lack of control by the superior officers. 
No rewards were granted during the year in Sandoway, where the preparation of 
cases is said to be inadequately supervised by officers in charge of police- 
stations. 


The proportion of actual to sanctioned strength remained about the same as 
in the previous year. The Inspector-General of Police comments on the increas- 
ing difficulty of obtaining recruits and on the increase in the number of resigna- 
tions, which he attributes to the inadequacy of the pay of the lower grades. The 
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figures for the year under review scarcely support this contention. It must 
further be observed that no difficulty is found in obtaining suitable recruits in 
Hanthawaddy, Tharrawaddy and Bassein, where the competition of the labour- 
market is certainly not less severe than elsewhere. The Lieutenant-Governor be- 
lieves that difficulties of recruitment would greatly diminish if the men were 
better housed and more considerately treated and if the Tharrawaddy practice 
of enlisting through village headmen were generally adopted. 


4. Training and education of the force-—The percentage of illiterate men 
to the actual strength was 15:13, which is lower than in the previous year. In 
Amherst less than half the force, other than officers, are literate. Inthe Ruby Mines 
district the ratio of literates shows an improvement. In Myingyanall but 13 men 
in the total force can read and write. It.speaks well for the popularity of police 
service in this district that so high a proportion of the men should belong to the 
educated class. The percentage of men of over ten years’ service (51) is higher 
also in this district than in any other. The results of the training of old cons 


stables were not quite so good as in the previous year. The ratio of long service 


men, 7.é., of ten years and upwards, is very low in outlying districts, such as 
Myitkyina, the Ruby Mines and Salween. The Inspector-General of Police is 
requested to consider whether measures should be taken to render service more 
popular in these districts. His attention is also invited to the remarks of the 
District Superintendent of Police, Amherst, on the inconvience caused by requir- 
ing all constables to go through their musketry course at headquarters. In dis- 
tricts where distances are very great it should be considered whether the course 
cannot be undergone at subdivisional headquarters. 


5. Butldings.—A satisfactory feature of the report is the improvement in 
police buildings. A beginning was made with the scheme for providing perma- 
nent or semi-permanent cottages at out-stations in place of temporary huts. 
District Officers are practically unanimous in advocating this reform and the 
Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that it is necessary. Improved accommodation 
cannot fail to make the men more contented and so increase the popularity of the 
force and render recruiting easier. 


6. Armament.—In Kyaukpyu there was a large increase (94 compared with 
31) in the number of men armed with firearms. In Bassein there was an increase 
of 70. No explanation is offered of these figures. If the figures for 1900 were in- 
correct the fact should be noted. 


7. Inspections—On the whole the duty of inspecting received sufficient 
attention. The Inspector-General brings to notice a few of the more serious 
instances of neglect. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the necessity for in- 
specting headquarters police offices may not again be overlooked. According to 
the district reports, the Inspector-Géneral of Police confined his inspections dur- 
ing 1901 to Upper Burma. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that in future he 
will carry out inspection in the lower as well as in the upper portion of the prov- 
ince. His Honour observes that the Arakan division was not visited by either the 
Inspector-General of Police or the Deputy Inspector-General of Police during 
1901. He desires that a thorough inspection may be carried out by one or other 
of these officers during the current year. 
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8. Cognizable crime—Generally speaking, there was a satisfactory decrease in 
the number of crimes of all classes excepting house-breaking and lurking house- 
trespass. Cases of hurt by dangerous weapons showed a slight falling-off, but 
grievous hurt cases were more numerous than in 1900. They are especially 
prevalent in the delta and riverine districts of Lower Burma. The power to arrest 
and try drunken brawlers, which has been recently entrusted to village headmen in 
some districts under section 510, Indian Penal Code, is reported to have hada 
good effect inProme. The decrease in cases of hurt by dangerous weapons is 
generally attributed to the infliction of deterrent sentences. Cases of this sort 
should not be compounded except for very good reasons. Crime in Hanthawaddy 
and Pegu was less in volume, but detection is still very bad and the number of 
hurt cases in the former district has considerably increased, as has also been the 
case in Yaméthin. There was as'ight decrease in the number of cases of cattle- 
maiming. The importance of inflicting deterrent sentences for this cowardly 
crime must be borne in mind. Ordinary theft cases were much the same as in the 
previous year, the percentage of convictions being suehtly less. No cases of 
infanticide occurred during the year. 


Cattle-thefts scarcely decreased in number, while the ratios of recoveries and 
of convictions remained much the same. It is hoped that the break-up of a notori- 
ous gang in the Pegu district may lead to a decrease in this form of crime. 
Prome and Tharrawaddy still maintain their unenviable position at the head of the 
list of cattle-thefts, but in the former district the number of cases fell from 436 
to 411 and in the latter from 317 to 253. It is somewhat disappointing that the 
progress made in the previous year in suppressing this crime has not been con- 
tinued in the province generally. Sir Frederic Fryer desires to impress on all 
concerned the necessity for unceasing vigilance in this respect. An unsatisfactory 
feature of the report is the increase of cattle-thefts in Upper Burma, especially in 
Pakokku, Katha, Shwebo, Sagaing, Kyauksé, and Meiktila. The Magwe district 
forms an exception to this remark. The number of cattle-thefts, which in 1899 
was 228, was only 48 in 1901. The manner in which cattle-theft has been al- 
most stamped out in Magwe is most creditable to the Deputy Commissioner and 
his assistants. In Lower Burma, Hanthawaddy, Pegu and Toungoo show in- 
creases. Tharrawaddy, Bassein and Henzada decreases, the latter by 82 cases. 
Proposals should be made for rewarding the beat-constable who recovered a herd 
of 18 buffaloes in the Henzada district. 


Detection was slightly worse than in 1900. The Inspector-General of Police 
attributes this to want of supervision by Subdivisional Police Officers. 


9. Dacoities and robberies.—Violent crime increased slightly. The increase 
was confined almost entirely to murders, attempts at murder and house- -breaking. 
Dacoities and robberies diminished from 293 to 286. Firearms were used in 30 
cases, as compared with 32 in the previous year. In the Amherst and Thaton 
districts firearms were used in 9 and 4 cases respectively, The matter is receiv- 
ing the special attention of the Commissioner. The prompt and vigorous action 
taken by the Districtand Police authorities in Tharrawaddy to suppress the 
abortive rising of the Sektya Mintha in December 1901 has already received the 
Lieutenant-Governor’s commendation. 
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It is observed with regret that the extent to which villagers rendered assist- 
ance was not satisfactory, but headmen on the whole did their duty in this re- 
spect. Inthe Thaton and Amherst districts the co-operation of the police and 
the people leaves much to be desired. The Lieutenant-Governor is aware that 
the local officers are sparing no pains to bring the latter to realize their responsi- 
bility in criminal cases. Detection in cases of violent crime was rather better, but . 
still leaves much tobe desired in Pegu and Hanthawaddy, and in Bhamo, Shwebo 
and Meiktila. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that, with few exceptions, 
superior Police Officers personally investigated the majority of cases of serious 
crime. 

10. Preventive provisions.—The working of the preventive sections of the 
Civil Procedure Code shows a distinct falling off. It is especially regrettable that 
in the Paungdé subdivision, in which the failure to work these sections was noticed 
in the last annual report, a similar failure should again be reported. The Commis- 
sioner is requested to look into this matter. Such auseful check on the operations 
of professional thieves should not be neglected in this specially criminal part of 
the province. In the Toungoo district out of 71 persons brought before the 
Courts only 24, or 34 per cent., were required to furnish security. These figures 
imply great carelessness in the preparation of such cases. The Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor will be glad to receive a report from the Commissioner in explanation of 
these very unsatisfactory figures. Surveillance of released convicts was satisfac- 
torily performed, and the working of the beat-patrol system was good] except in 
Magwe. The Commissioner will no doubt see that the system is placed on a 
proper footing in that district. The finger impression system was extended and 
proved of considerable value, the percentage of cases traced to cases referred 
having increased from § to 15. The Central Bureau at Rangoon has more than 
justified its institution. 


11. Railway Police-—The working of the Railway Police continued to be 
satisfactory. A considerable number of offences under the excise and opium laws 
were detected and the percentage of convictions was creditable to the police. 
There were no less than five cases of placing obstacles on the line, none of which 
were detected. A serious dacoity occurred at Tawma, in which the offenders were 
not caught, but the stolen property was recovered. The villagers appear to have 
behaved particularly well. Thefts decreased and the ratio of convictions was 
higher than in 1go0. 

The status of the officer in charge of the Railway Police was raised during 
the year from Assistant Superintendent to District Superintendent of Police. 
Fifty-four miles of railway were opened to traffic. 

12, Military Poltce-—The working of the Military Police was on the whole 
satisfactory. The number of punishments inflicted departmentally showed a 
marked decrease while the number of rewards granted was considerably larger, 
though principally confined to the Bhamo and Northern Shan States Battalions. 
The strength of the force on 1st January 1g02 was 15,053, or 149 below the sanc- 
tioned strength. There were 99 desertions during the year, of which 38 occurred 
in the Myitkyina Battalion and 26 in the Toungoo Battalion. The Inspector- 
General of Police is requested to report to what races the deserters belonged and 
why desertions from these Battalions were sonumerous. The Lieutenant-Governor 
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regrets to observe that the health of the force was far from satisfactory. In the 
Chindwin Battalion the percentage of admissions to hospital was 367°90, while in 
the Bhamo, Shwebo and Ruby Mines Battalions it was over 140. The admissions 
to hospital increased by 3,640. This unsatisfactory state of things is attributed 
to various causes, such as lack of warm clothing, unsuitable accommodation, and 
the undermanning of certain Battalions, which renders. it difficult to relieve men 
at unhealthy outposts at proper intervals. It is to be hoped that the substitution 
of Kanpetlet for Mindat-Sakan as the headquarters of the Pakékku Chin Hills 
wil leffect an improvement in the health of the garrison. Action has been taken 
in several cases recently to supply warm clothing. The Inspector-General of 
Police is requested to report whether further action is necessary. His remarks 
concerning the need for new buildings in Magwe and the Chin Hills will be con- 
sidered in the Public Works Department. He is requested to submit specific 
proposals with a. view to securing more frequent reliefs at unhealthy posts in the 
Upper Chindwin and Katha districts. The Lieutenant-Governor is inclined to 
think that some reduction might now be made in the number and strength of these 
posts. If the total number of posts or of their garrisons were reduced those 
which were still maintained could be more frequently relieved. 


13. Inaddition to the usual escorts furnished to Civil Officers a small expe- 
dition was despatched in January to punish the village of Khrum in the unadmin- 
istered tract adjoining the Pakoékku Chin Hills. Theresult was completely success- 
ful and the conduct of the expedition reflected credit on all concerned. A con- 
siderable amount of extra work was performed by the mounted infantry of the force 
in furnishing escorts during His Excellency the Viceroy’s visit to Burma. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is pleased to record his appreciation of the excellent manner in 
which this duty was performed, which earned His Excellency’s commendation. 


14. All the Battalions were inspected during the year by the Officiating 
Inspector-General or the Deputy Inspector-General of Police with the exception 
of the Arakan Hill Tracts Battalion, which was inspected after the close of the 
year, and the Rangoon Battalion. Itis not understood why the latter was not 
inspected. 


15. The Lieutenant-Governor’s thanks are due to Lieutenant-Colonel Parkin, 
who officiated as Inspector-General of Police, for his successful administration of the 
force throughout the year. The duties of Deputy Inspector-General were efficiently 
performed by Mr. Dixon, who has since retired from the service, and Captain 
R. F.C. Gordon. His Honour has much pleasure in noting the names of a number 
of officers, both Civil and Military, who have earned the commendation of their 
superior officers by their good work.

PART IL—ADMINISTRATION. 


SECTION I.—SANCTIONED STRENGTH OF POLICE FORCE. 
STATEMENT E, columns 2—12,.shows the sanctioned strength of the force. Stat. E. 
The cadre of District Superintendents of Police was increased by one in the fourth 
grade for the charge of the Railway Police, andthe cadre of Assistant District 
Superintendents of Police was decreased by one in the third grade. At the end 
of the year the sanctioned strength of the force had been increased by five sergeants 
and six constables. 


SECTION II.—COST OF POLICE, 

2. Statement E, columns 13 —23, shows the cost of the force. The increase Stat. E. 
of Rs. 91,199 is mainly due to larger expenditure under the budget head ‘‘ Petty 
Construction and Repairs” on account of the construction of cottages and repairs 
to cottages and temporary buildings, . 


SECTION III.—DISTRIBUTION OF FORCE. 
3. Statement E, columns 24—38, gives the distribution of the force. One Stat. E. 
second grade constable was enlisted at Prome under section 13, Police Act, on the 
application of the proprietor of the saw mill, who is charged with the cost. 


SECTION IV.—STATISTICS OF AREA, &c. 

4. See Statement E, columns 39—42. A police-station was re-established , Stat, 
at Sinmezwe in the Prome district, and the police-stations at Kyaungu and Talék- Shvebo 
maw, in the Prome district were converted into outposts. Outposts were estab- 
lished at Amarapura Shore and Hsipaw for the Railway Police. 


SECTION V.—PROPORTION OF THE POLICE ENGAGED ON PRE- 
VENTION AND DETECTION OF CRIME. 


5- See Statement E, columns 43—50. The proportion of police engaged St &- 
in the prevention and detection of crime in Burma is 1 to 22°29 square miles. This 
proportion is less than that of other provinces except Assam, where the proportion 
is 1 to 44°2 square miles. The proportion of police to population is very much 
fo in Burma than in other provinces. The proportion of cognizable crime in 

urma to the police engaged in the prevention and detection of crime is higher than 
that of Bombay, and considerably below that of other provinces. 


SECTION VI.—SANCTIONED AND ACTUAL STRENGTH. 


6. See Statement F, columns 2—5. In many districts difficulty is experi- 
enced in recruiting desirable men and in retaining men in the service, owing mainly 
to the counter-attractions of more remunerative employment elsewhere. This 
difficulty is likely to be more felt each year as general prosperity increases. 
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SECTION VII.— MUNICIPAL POLICE. 


4. There was an increase of three men at Sagaing during the year. 


SECTION VIII.—_CANTONMENT POLICE. 


8. Thesanctioned strength remainedthe same. There was a slight increase 
in cost due to the fact that the Head Constableship at Thayetmyo, which was 
vacant during three months of the previous year, was filled up throughout the year 
under report. _ 


SECTION IX.—ARMAMENT. 
g. See Statement F, columns 6—10. 


SECTION X.—PUNISHMENTS AND REWARDS. 


10. The conduct of the force generally was good, and their attitude towards 
the people was satisfactory. Rewards by promotion and by the grant of good- 
service certificates and money rewards show a very large increase as compared 
with the previous year. The District Superintendent of Police, Mergui, shows no 
rewards, and has offered no explanation. 


SECTION XI.—EDUCATION AND TRAINING. 


11. More oral teaching by question and answer would be beneficial, and it is 
the only method practicable in the case of illiterate men. There was a slight in- 
crease during the year in the number of literate men. The number of old con- 
stables trained was much the same as during the previous year, but there was a 
slight falling off in the number of those who qualified. The results as regards 
recruits compare favourably with the figures of the previous year. Of 1,612 re- 
cruits trained, 1,116 passed out of the training depdts. The results of the quarterly 


‘examinations were on the whole satisfactory. The musketry training was fairly 


satisfactory. Suitable training depéts and barrack accommodation have been 
provided in most districts, but something remains to be done in a few districts. 
Advantage was not taken in all districts of opportunities of drilling the men with 
the Military Police. The question of providing more accommodation for the 
families of recruits at the depdts and of the payment of a small allowance to 
cover the extra expense incurred during the period of training is being dealt with. 


SECTION XII._—LENGTH OF SERVICE. 


12. Statement F, columns 27-29, shows the length of service of the non- 
gazetted ranks. The Myingyan and Thayetmyo districts show a percentage of 51 
and 46, respectively, of men over ten years’ service. The lowest percentage of men 
over ten years’ service is 4 in the Myitkyina and 3 in the Ruby Mines districts. 
Of the entire force, Inspectors down to constables, 24 percent. of the sanctioned 
strength are over ten years’ service. Itnprovement in the rates of pay of the 
subordinate police would tend to make the force more popular and to increase the 
number of long-service men. 


SECTION XIII.—CASUALTIES, 


13. The total number of casualties was 1,939, or 16 per cent. of the actual 
strength of the force. There is an increase of 51 as compared with the figures 
of the previous year. The increase is most noticeable in the number of men who 
resigned during the year. One hundred and thirty-four men in the Mandalay 
district resigned, being attracted in most cases by more remunerative employ- 
ment elsewhere. Of the 134 men who deserted, 21 were arrested and 19 were con- 


victed. 
SECTION XIV.—HEALTH OF FORCE. 


14. Statement F, columns 36—38, shows the health return of the force. The 
number of admissions to hospital shows an increase, The number of deaths 
decreased by 14 as compared with the number of the previous year. 
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SECTION XV.-—-RACE, RELIGION AND CASTE. 
15. Statement G is prepared quinquennially. 


SECTION XVI.—STATE OF BUILDINGS AND DEFENCES. 


16. The largely increased provision of funds for the construction of cottages 
and temporary buildings and for the execution of repairs produced very satisfactory 
results. Temporary buildings for the accommodation of the police are now com- 
plete in most districts. The sanction of the Government was obtained to the con- 
struction of semi-permanent buildings at Myingyan, Yenangyaung and Yamé- 
thin. The question of increasing the scale of married quarters in cases in which 
the"existing authorized scale is shown to be insufficient in any locality was sub- 
mitted for the orders of Government. Much was done by the Public Works © 
Department during the year to provide permanent buildings and to execute minor 
works. The general condition of police buildings shows improvement. The 
orders regarding the defence of armed stations are carried out. In the Tavoy 
district delay occurred in withdrawing arms from the outpost at Migyaunghlaung, 
which the Deputy Commissioner considered to be indefensible. The arms were 
withdrawn from Thazi in the Meiktila district, from Ramree and Letpan in the 
Kyaukpyu district, from Myothit in the Magwe district, from Dabwin in the Minbu 
district and from J-eiktho in the Toungoo district. At Momeik in the Ruby Mines 
district and at Ye-u in the Shwebo district the arms of the Civil Police were kept 
in the Military Police quarter-guards, as the defences are not in accordance with 
standing orders. 


SECTION XVII.—INSPECTIONS. 


17. The Inspector-General of Police made 32 inspections andthe Deputy 
Inspector-General of Civil Police made 50 inspections. The results of the inspec- 
tions were satisfactory. 

18. Commissioners carried out 184 and Deputy Commissioners 408 inspec- 
tions. The District Superintendent of Police, Pakékku, left 5 outposts uninspected. 
The police-station at Katha was not inspected during the year by the Subdivisional 
Police Officer. The amount of inspections of the headquarters offices by District 
Superintendents of Police was insufficient, and in several districts the offices were 
not inspected. The extent of inspections of stations, outposts and training depéts 
by District Superintendents and Subdivisional Police Officers was, on the whole, 
satisfactory. The District Superintendent of Police made no inspection of the 
training depdt at Tavoy.

20. In Class I the decrease occurred mainly under “ Other offences against 
public justice.” There was an increase of 5 cases of “ Offences relating to coin” and 
of 5 cases of ‘‘Offences relating to Government Promissory Notes.” In Class 
II the decrease is most noticeable under ‘“‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” and “ Kid- 
napping or abduction.” Cases of “Other murders” increased by 15 and “‘ At- 
tempts at murder” by 10. Cases of “‘ Grievous hurt” increased by 34. In Class 
III there was an increase of 65 cases of ‘‘ Lurking house-trespass or house-break- 
ing with intent to commit an offence or having made preparation for hurt.” There 
was a decrease of 21 cases of “ Mischief by killing, poisoning or maiming any 
animal,” In Class IV the decrease occurred under “ Wrongful restraint and con- 
finement.” In Class V the decrease occurred principally under “ Ordinary theft ” 
and “Criminal breach of trust.” In Class VI a large decrease is shown in 
the number of cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character” and ‘‘ Public’ and local 
nuisances.” Cases of “ Offences against the Excise laws” increased by 162. 

21. Akyab.—There was an increase of 116 cases, mainly under “ Vagrancy 
and bad character” and “ Public and local nuisances.” 

Northern Arakan.—No comments. 

Kyaukpyu.—There was a decrease of 81 cases, mainly under “ Hurt by 
dangerous weapon,” ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character,” ‘Offences against the 
Excise laws,” and “ Public and local nuisances.” 

Sandoway.—There was an increase of 41 cases, mainly under ‘ Grievous 
hurt,” “‘ Lurking house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence 
or having made preparation for hurt,” ‘‘ Offences against the Opium laws” and 
“Offences against the Salt and Customs laws.” Cases of ‘‘ Other murders ” de- 
creased by 7. 

22. Hanthawaddy.—There was a decrease of 145 cases, due principally to 
fewer cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft ” and “ Offences against the Gambling Act.” There 
was an increase of 27 cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” and of 47 cases of ‘ Cattle-theft.” 
This district and the Thatén district stand third on the list for the number of 
cases of “ Cattle-theft.” 

Pegu.—There was a decrease of 218 cases, due principally to fewer cases of 
“Grievous hurt,” ‘‘ Criminal or house-trespass,” ‘“ Vagrancy and bad character,” 
‘Offences against the Gambling Act,” and “ Public and local nuisances.” There 
was an increase of seven cases of “ Other murders,” 40 cases of ‘‘ Lurking house- 
trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence or having made pre- 
paration for hurt,” and 16 cases of “ Cattle-theft.” 
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Tharrawaddy.—There was a decrease of 243 cases mainly under “ Cattle- 
theft,” “ Vagrancy and bad character,” and ‘‘ Public and local nuisances.” There 
was an increase of 54 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft,” 46 cases of “ Criminal or house- 
trespass,” 52 cases of ‘Offences against the Gambling Act,” and 76 cases of 
“ Offences against the Excise laws.” This district stands second on the list for 
the number of cases of “ Cattle-theft,” and is second on the list with the Henzada 
district for the number of cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt.” 


Prome.—There was an increase of 4 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Other murders” in- 
creased by 11, cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character ” increased by 25, “‘ Offences 
against the Gambling Act” increased by 16, and “ Offences against the Excise 
laws”’ increased by 21. There was a decrease of 13 cases of “ Grievous hurt ” and 
of 19 cases of “Hurt by dangerous weapon.” This district stands first on the 
list for the number of cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft,” second on the list for the number 
of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” and third on the list for the number 
of cases of “ Grievous hurt.” 


23. Bassein.—The number of cases decreased by three. The number of 
cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” decreased by 37 and of ‘‘ Criminal or house-trespass” by 
35. The number of cases of “ Ordinary theft” increased by 64, and of “ Vagrancy 
and bad character” by 65. The number of cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” was 127 as 
against 164 cases in the previous year. This district heads the list for this class 
of offence. 


Myaungmya.—There was an increase of 111 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Ordinary 
theft” increased by 76. There was a decrease of 36 cases under “ Offences 
against the Opium laws.” The number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon”’ 
‘was 158 as against 165 cases in the previous year. This district heads the list 
for this class of offence. 


Théngwa.—There was a decrease of 126 cases, Cases of “ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon” decreased by 24, and cases of ‘‘ Offences against the Gambling Act,” 
“Excise laws,” ‘‘ Opium laws,” and “ Public and local nuisances ” decreased by 56, 
27, 38 and 48 respectively. There was an increase of 32 cases of ‘“‘ Lurking house- 
trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence or having made pre- 
paration for hurt,” 58 cases of “ Ordinary theft,” and 27 cases of “ Vagrancy and 
bad character.” The number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 125 
as against 149 in the previous year. This district stands third on the list for this 
class of offence. 

Henzada.—There was a decrease of 335 cases. Cases of “ Hurt by dangerous 
weapon ” decreased by 76 cases, ‘‘ Cattle-theft ” by 82 cases, “ Ordinary theft” by 
187 cases. There was an increase of 63 cases of ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character,” 
62 cases of ‘‘ Offences against the Gambling Act,” and 51 cases of ‘ Public and 
local nuisances.” There were 98 cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” as against 111 cases 
in the previous year. This district is second on the list for this class of offence. 

24. Ioungoo.—There was a decrease of 210 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Lurking house- 
trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence or having made pre- 
paration for hurt” decreased by 26, ‘‘ Ordinary theft” by 48 cases, ‘ Criminal or 
house-trespass ” by 34 cases, and ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character” by 86 cases. 
There were 119 cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft ” as against 104 cases in the previous year. 
This district stands fourth on the list for this class of offence. 

Salween.—There was an increase of 33 cases, due principally to cases of 
“ Ordinary theft.” 

Thatén.—There was a decrease of 85 cases. Cases of “ Hurt by dangerous 
weapon ” decreased by 14, cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character” by 83; cases 
of “Ordinary theft” increased by 34, and cases of “ Offences against the Excise 
laws’ by 32. There were 167 cases of “ Cattle-theft ” as against 165 cases in 
the previous year. This district and the Hanthawaddy district stand third on the 
list tor the number of cases of “ Cattle-theft.” 

Amherst.—There was an increase of 42 cases. Cases of “‘ Dacoity” increased 
by 6, cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon ”’ increased by 9g, and cases of ‘‘ Public 
and local nuisances” by 160. Cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” decreased by 45, and 
cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character” by 70. 
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Tavoy.—There was a decrease of 9 cases, due principally to fewer cases of 
“ Offences against the Gambling Act.” 

Mergui—There was an increase of 14 cases, due principally to more cases of 
“ Ordinary theft.” 

25. Thayetmyo.—-There was an increase of ggcases. Cases of “ Cattle-theft ” 
increased by 15, cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character” by 28, and cases of 
“ Offences against the Gambling Act” by 67. There was a decrease of 18 cases 
of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” and 21 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft.” 

Pakékku.—There was an increase of 29 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” 
increased by 15, and cases of “‘ Cattle-theft” by 29. There was a decrease of 15 
cases of ‘Criminal or house-trespass.” 

Minbu.—There was a decrease of 99 cases. Cases of “ Offences against the 
Gambling Act” decreased by 18, cases of “ Offences against the Excise laws ” by 
21, and cases of “ Public and local nuisances” by 59. 

Magwe.—There was an increase of 37 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” 
increased by 24, cases of ‘“ Vagrancy and bad character” by 25, and cases of 
“Offences against the Opium laws”’ by 26. There was a decrease of 10 cases 
of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” and of 24 cases of “ Cattle-theft.” 

26. Mandalay.—There was a decrease of 1,177 cases. Casesof “ Ordinary 
theft” decreased by 58, cases of ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character” by 74, and cases 
of “ Public and local nuisances” by 939, The very large decrease in the number 
of cases of * Public and local nuisances” was due to the action of the Deputy 
Commissioner, who considered that the number of prosecutions against hackney 
carriage drivers was excessive and required check. There was an increase of 24 
cases of ‘‘ Criminal or house-trespass.” 

Bhamo.—There was an increase of 9 cases. Cases of “ Offences against the 
Opium laws” increased by 21. Cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” decreased by 24. 


Myitkyina.—There was a decrease of 52 cases. Cases of “Cattle-theft ” 
decreased by 12, and cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” by 19; cases of “ Offences against 
the Gambling Act” increased by 5. 

Katha.—There was an increase of 124 cases. Cases of “ Cattle-theft” in- 
creased by 9, cases of “ Ordinary theft” by 25, “ Criminal breach of trust” by 16, 
and ‘“‘ Vagrancy and bad character” by 16; cases of “ Offences against the Opium 
laws” decreased by to. 


Ruby Mines.—There was a decrease of 48 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Offences against 
the Gambling Act” decreased by 18, cases of ‘‘ Offences against the Arms Act” 
by 14, and cases of ‘‘ Public and local nuisances” by 12, cases of “ Ordinary theft” 
increased by 23. 


27. Shwebo.—There was an increase of 79 cases. Cases of ‘‘ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon ” increased by 16, cases of ‘‘ Lurking house-trespass or house-break- 
ing with intent to commit an offence or having made preparation for hurt” by 20 
cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft ” by 23, and cases of “ Offences against the Gambling Act 7 
by 24. There was a decrease of 14 cases of “ Ordinary theft.” 

Sagaing.—There was an increase of 62 cases. Cases of “‘ Cattle-theft” in- 
creased by 17, cases of “ Criminal or house-trespass ” by 12, and cases of 
‘‘ Offences against the Excise laws” by 12. There wasa decrease of 17 cases of 
“ Ordinary theft.” 

Lower Chindwin.—There was an increase of 76 cases. Cases of “ Hurt by 
dangerous weapon ” increased by 9, cases of “ Cattle-theft ” by 8, cases of “ Ordi- 
nary theft” by 11, cases of “ Receiving stolen property ” by 10, cases of “ Offen- 
ces against the Gambling Act” by 18, and cases of “ Offences against the Excise 
laws” by 21. There was a decrease of 19 cases of ‘‘ Vagrancy and bad character.” 

Upper Chindwin—There was a decrease of 8 cases. Cases of “ Cattle- 
eae ” decreased by 14 cases, cases of “ Fublic and local nuisances” increased 

y 24. 
_ 28, Kyauksé.—There was an increase of 179 cases. Cases of “ Cattle-theft ” 
increased by 23, cases of “ Offences against the Excise laws” by 15, and cases of 
‘Public and local nuisances” by 119. Cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character ” 
decreased by 17. 
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Metktila.—There was a decrease of 73 cases. Cases of ‘Ordinary theft ”’ 
decreased by 73, and cases of ‘Public and local nuisances” by 61. Cases o 
“ Cattle-theft ” increased by 25, cases of ‘‘ Offences against the Gambling Act ” by 
24, cases of “ Offences against the Excise laws” by 18, and cases of ‘ Offences 
against the Opium laws” by 18. 

Yaméethin——There was an increase of 38 cases. Cases of “ Grievous hurt’’ 
increased by 20, cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon”’ by 14, and cases of ‘‘ Va- 
grancy and bad character” by 34. There was a decrease of 12 cases of “ Ordi- 
nary theft” and of 18 cases of “ Offences against the Gambling Act.” 

Myingyan.—There was an increase of 32 cases. Cases of “ Grievous hurt ”” 
increased by 10, cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” by 8, cases of “ Criminal 
force to public servant or women or in attempt to commit theft or wrongfully con- 
fine” by 10, “ Lurking house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an 
offence or having made preparation for hurt” by 13, cases of “ Offences against 
religion” by 17, and of “ Offences against the Gambling Act” by 50. There was 
a decrease of 75 cases of “ Public and local nuisances.” 

29. Southern Shan States—There was an increase of 15 cases. Cases of 
“Ordinary theft” increased by 9, and cases of ‘‘ Public and local nuisances” by 11. 
There was a decrease of 4 cases of “ Cattle-theft” and of 4 cases of ‘‘Criminal 
or house-trespass.” 

Northern Shan States.—There was an increase of 6 cases. Cases of “ Cat- 
tle-theft” increased by 5, and cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” by 6. There was a 
decrease of 3 cases in Class II and of 3 cases of ‘‘ Criminal breach of trust” in 


Class V. 
General Remarks Regarding Hurt Cases. 


30. The total number of cases of “ Grievous hurt” was 1,192, or an increase of 
34 cases as compared with the figures of the previous year. Eight hundred‘and 
forty-four cases occurred in the Lower Burma divisions and 348 cases in the Upper 
Burma divisions. The total number of cases of ‘Hurt by dangerous weapon ” 
was 1,532, or a decrease of 62 cases as compared with the figures of the previous 
year.. One thousand two hundred and two hurt cases occurred in the Lower 
Burma divisions and 330 cases in the Upper Burma divisions.

The District Superintendent of Police, Bassein, complains of the want of 
severity on the part of Magistrates in dealing with hurt cases, but the Commis- 
sioner and Deputy Commissioner are of opinion that, as arule, deterrent sentences 
are passed, and that compounding is not allowed except on good grounds. In 58 
cases. of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” das were used, and in g cases clasp- 
knives were used. 

The Deputy Commissioner of the Prome district attributes the decrease of 
hurt cases in a large measure to the deterrent sentences imposed and to the ac- 
tion taken by ywathuyyzs under section 510, Indian Penal Code, to secure drunken 
rowdies before any harm is done. 

A large number of cases of “‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” were compounded 
in the Théngwa district. The Commissioner has noted that he will enquire into 
the compounded cases. Das were used in 53 hurt cases and clasp-knives in 35 
cases. 

Th District Superintendent of Police, Henzada, considers that the decrease 
in the number of hurt cases may be ascribed to deterrent sentences. The Dis- 
trict Superintendent of Police, Hanthawaddy, has not explained the circumstances 
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which attended the increase in the number of hurt cases. The Commissioner has 
noted that the fact that heavy sentences should be imposed and that compromises 
should not ordinarily be allowed in such cases has been borne in mind. 

The Deputy Commissioner, and the District Superintendent of Police, Myaung- 
mya, anticipate difficulty in dealing with hurt cases owing to the effect of the amend- 
ment of section 161, Criminal Procedure Code. 


SECTION XIX.—GENERAL RESULTS OF POLICE WORK. 


31. Under Classes I to V, 20,048 true cases were investigated by the police, 
as against 20,376 cases inthe previous year. Fourteen thousand two hundred and 
eighty-two cases were tried and 10,065 cases resulted in conviction, as against 
14,550 cases tried and 10,359 cases convicted during the previous year. The 
percentage of convictions during the year under report was 50 for cases dealt with 
and 70 for cases tried as against 51 for cases dealt with and 71 for cases tried 
during the previous year. In this connection 23,148 persons were dealt with by 
the police, 20,103 persons were tried, and 12,905 persons were convicted, as 
against 24,281 persons dealt with, 21,385 persons tried, and 13,651 persons con- 
victed during the previous year. The percentage of persons convicted to persons 
dealt with, and the percentage of persons convicted to persons tried was the same 
for both years, namely, 56 and 64. 

32. Detection was poor inthe Katha, Shwebo, Pakékku, Toungoo, Tavoy, 
Ruby Mines, Pegu, Thayetmyo, Meiktila, Hanthawaddy, Yaméthin and Magwe 
districts, where less than 45 per cent. of cases investigated resulted in conviction. 
Increased attention to detection on the part of Subdivisional Police Officers and 
Inspectors would lead to more satisfactory results. 

33- Out of 39,146 cases in Classes I to VI reported to the police, investiga- 
tion was refused in 1,346 cases, or 3 per cent. as against the same percentage last 
year. The highest percentage was 8 in the Pegu and Yaméthin districts. 

34. Under “ Public and local nuisances” 3,561 cases were investigated by 
the police as against 4,486 during the previous year. The percentage of cases con- 
victed to cases investigated was 97, as against 98 during the previous year. In 
these cases 5,288 persons were dealt with, as against 6,375 persons dealt with, 
during the previous year. Five thousand two hundred and two persons were 
tried and 4,662 persons were convicted, as against 6,236 persons tried and 5,744 
persons convicted during the previous year. The percentage of persons con- 
victed to persons tried was go as against 92 during the previous year. The low 
percentage of persons convicted in the Thayetmyo and Magwe districts is very 
noticeable. The Deputy Commissioner, Bassein, has remarked that many local 
nuisance cases sent before the Honorary Magistrates in Bassein are acquitted, 
not because the offence is not proved, but because the Honorary Magistrates 
do not look on the matter as an offence,

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36. Of the 658 cases of violent crime dealt with during the year, 497 cases 
occurred in Lower Burma and 161 cases occurred in Upper Burma. Five hundred 
and fifty-two cases were tried and 361, or 55 per cent., resulted in conviction, as 
against 53 per cent. during the previous year. The percentage of cases resulting 
in conviction to cases tried was 65 as against 64 during the previous year. One 
thousand three hundred and fifty-nine persons were dealt with, 1,046 persons were 
tried, and 570 persons, or 42 per cent., were convicted. During the previous year 
1,282 persons were dealt with, 958 persons were tried, and 520 persons, or 41 per 
cent., were convicted. The percentage of persons convicted to persons tried was 
the same for both years, 7.e., 54. Detection was very bad in the Pegu district, where 
only 12 per cent. of the cases dealt with resulted in conviction. Detection was 
bad in the Hanthawaddy, Bhamo, Shwebo, and Meiktila districts. Firearms 
were used in 30 cases of violent crime, and § firearms were seized. In the Kaing- 
gyi village in the Kyettaik circle of the Tharrawaddy district a péngy¢ named 
Nga San Baw declared himself to be the ‘ Set Kya Mintha, and announced that 
he possessed supernatural powers and collected a large following of villagers. 
The headman of the village promptly reported the occurrence to the Township 
Officer of Minhla and to the police, and Nga San Baw and a large number of per- 
sons were arrested and sent up for trial before the District Magistrate. The 
prompt crushing of this rising saved the district from serious disturbances. A 
bad case of dacoity, rape and abduction occurred within the Hmawza police- 
station jurisdiction of the Prome district, in which a girl of 15, with her brother- 
in-law, a lad of about 11 years of age, was forcibly seized and taken away, while 
grazing cattle, by 6 men armed with das. The girl and her brother-in-law after 
several hours of forcible detention made their escape, and the gang was vigorously 
hunted down by the police and every member of it was brought to trial and con- 
victed. In the Hangan dacoity case inthe Amherst district, 7 men armed with 
two firearms and sticks attacked the house of Maung Paw Za. One of the 
villagers was shot dead and 7 others were wounded. The dacoits then decamp- 
ed with property to the value of Rs. 1,316. Every obstacle was thrown in the 
way of detection by the villagers. The case ended in the conviction of 6 of the 
accused. A reward of Rs. 700 was paid to the police and informers in the case, 
and His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor was pleased to express his apprecia- 
tion of the successful detection. : 

37. The value of property taken was Rs. 91,536 as against Rs. 82,862 during 
the previous year. The value of property recovered was 6,945, or 8 per cent., as 
ao Rs. 11,358, or 14 per cent., during the previous year. The largest amount 
of property taken in any district duting the year was Ks. 15,970 in the Amherst: 
district, and Rs, 15,173 in the Thatdn district. The extent to which investiga- 
tions were held by superior officers of police is on the whole satisfactory except 
inthe cases of the Prome, Mergui, and Pakékku districts. The assistance 
rendered by village headmen was on the whole satisfactory. A headman in the 
Thongwa district was dismissed for failing to give assistance to the police, and a 
headman was removed in the Kyauksé district for not reporting the occurrence of 
a dacoity. The headmenin the Yaméthin and Thatén districts failed to render 
assistance to the police. The extent to which villagers rendered assistance was 
not altogether satisfactory, and fines were inflicted on several villages in many 
districts, and chiefly in Kyaukpyu, Myaungmya, Toungoo, Thatén and Amherst. 
The Commissioner has remarked that in Thaton and Amherst the villagers usually 
showed apathy and cowardice. 


SECTION XXI.—MURDERS. 


38. Eighteen cases of “ Murder by robbers and dacoits”’ were dealt with dur- 
ing the year as against 17 cases in 1900. This form of crime was most prevalent 
in the Hanthawaddy district. | Tencases were tried and 6 cases, or 33 per cent., of 
the cases dealt with resulted in conviction. Four cases of “ Murder by poison” 
were dealt with as against 5 cases in 1900. Two hundred and thirty-four cases 
of “Other murders” were dealt with as against 219 cases during the previous 
year. This form of crime was most prevalent in the Prome, Pegu and Amherst 
districts. Of the 238 cases of “ Other murders” including the four cases of 
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“ Murder by poison,” 203 cases were tried and 119 cases, or 50 per cent. of the 
cases dealt with or §9 per cent. of the cases tried, resulted in conviction, as against 
42 per cent. and 53 per cent. in 1900. Detection in murder cases was good ex- 
cept in the Pegu and Tharrawaddy districts. In Pegu only 2 cases, out of 20 cases 
dealt with, resulted in conviction, and in Tharrawaddy 3 cases out of 16 cases. 


SECTION XXII.—CATTLE-THEFT. 


39. Two thousand three hundred and eighty cases of cattle-theft were dealt 
with as against 2,392 cases in 1900. Four thousand and fifty head of cattle were 
stolen as against 4,128 head of cattle stolen in the previous year. Two thousand 
and fifty-two head of cattle were recovered as against 2,039 head of cattle recovered 
in the previous year. The value of cattle stolen was Rs. 2,83,108 as against 
Rs. 2,54,952 in 1900, and the value of cattle recovered was Rs. 1,55,764, or 55 
per cent., against Rs. 1,31,520, or §2 per cent.,in 1900. This form of crime was 
most prevalent in the Prome, Tharrawaddy, Hanthawaddy, Thatén, Toungoo and 
Pegu districts. During the year action was taken against the village of Taungmin 
in the Pegu district, notorious for cattle-thieves and receivers of stolen property. 
The headman, Maung Shwe Gaung, was deported to Prome, and evidence of a 
number of cases of receiving stolen cattle came out against the headman and his 
villagers. The percentage of cases ending in conviction to true cases dealt with 
was 41, and the percentage of cases convicted to cases decided by trial was 70. 
Cattle-theft maps were maintained in the Pegu, Hanthawaddy (except at Twanté), 
and Prome districts, but the usefulness of these maps will be more felt later on. 
The cattle-theft maps of both Paungdé and Thégén in the Prome district show the 
borders adjacent to the Tharrawaddy district to be the worst zone for cattle-theft. 
The Shwedaung subdivisional maps show tracks of cattle leading mostly towards 
the eastern sides of both the Shwedaung and Padaung townships to the Hmawza 
township. The track law was enforced in most districts, and several villages 
were fined. In the Amherst district 13 villages were fined for failing to render 
assistance or to carry onthe tracks of cattle taken to the villages, and in the 
Thatén district 9 villages were fined under section 14, clause (c), Lower Burma 
Village Act. 


SECTION XXIII—ORDINARY THEFTS. 


40. Nine thousand and twenty-eight cases of “Ordinary theft ” were dealt with 
as against 9,258 cases in the previous year. Five thousand eight hundred and 
forty cases were tried, and 4,374 cases, or 48 per cent., resulted in convic- 
tion, as against 5,980 cases and 4,570, or 49 per cent., convicted in the previous 
year. The percentage of cases convicted to cases tried was 75, as against 76 in 
the previous year. The value of property stolen was Rs. 5,32,741 as against 
Rs. 5,10,646 in the previous year. The value of property recovered was Rs. 
1,25,036, or 23 per cent., as against Rs. 1,25,163, or 25 per cent., in the previous 
year. The value of property stolen in the Théngwa district amounted to over Rs. 
64,000. This form of crime was most prevalent in the Hanthawaddy, Tharra- 
waddy, Bassein, Théngwa and Henzada districts. Detection was very bad in 
the Pakékku, Magwe, and Katha districts, in which less than 30 per cent., of the 
cases dealt with ended in conviction. 


SECTION XXIV.—OFFENCES UNDER THE EXCISE ACT. 


41. The number of true cases dealt with under the Excise Act was 2,559 as 
against 2,397 in the previous year. Convictions were obtained in 2,407 cases, or 
94 percent. Detection in all districts was good. In the Hanthawaddy district 
the police seized 22 illicit stills, the thugyis 16, and the Excise Officers six. Large 
seizures of ganja were made in the Tharrawaddy and Toungoo districts. 
Rewards in Excise cases were paid liberally and promptly. The work of the 
local Excise establishments was not satisfactory. . 


SECTION XXV.—OFFENCES UNDER THE OPIUM ACT. 


42. There were 1,467 cases under the Opium Act as against 1,493 cases in 
1900. One thousand three hundred and eighty-four cases resulted in conviction, 
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or 94 per cent., as against 1,414 cases convicted, or 95 percent., in1g00. Two 
thousand and fifteen persons were dealt with, of whom 1,565, or 78 per cent., 
were convicted. Detection in all districts was good. The seizures during the year 
in the Bhamo district amounted to 24,303 tolas. Inthe Katha district a seizure of 
29,007 tolas was made, and in the Myingyan district a seizure of 13,638 tolas. 
Rewards in opium cases appear to have been given liberally. 


SECTION XXVI—OFFENCES UNDER THE GAMBLING ACT. 


43. The number of cases dealt with under the Gambling Act was 1,612 as 
against 1,601 in the previous year. One thousand three hundred and fifty cases or 
84 per cent. ended in conviction. Detection in all districts was good. This form 
of crime was most prevalent in the Henzada, Tharrawaddy, Thayetmyo and Man- 
dalay districts. In the Pegu district two cases of murder occurred in consequence 
of gambling disputes. The Deputy Commissioner of the Thatén district and the 
District Superintendent of Police comment on the connection between gambling 
and crime in connection with boat and cart races. The Deputy Commissioner 
states that thousands of rupees change hands at times during a single meeting. 


SECTION XXVII.—OFFENCES UNDER THE ARMS ACT. 


44. There were 337 prosecutions under the Arms Act as against 394 in the 
previous year. Three hundred and fourteen cases, or 93 per cent., resulted in con- 
viction. The number of firearms seized or surrendered during the year was 38. 
Four hundred and seventy persons were dealt with and 437 were tried. Three 
hundred and forty-one persons, or 73 per cent., were convicted. Two thousand 
two hundred and fifty-five persons held licenses for firearms. The highest 
number of licenses was 243 in the Toungoo district and 240 in the Upper Chin- 
dwin district. A carbine and sword-bayonet which had been stolen from the 
Royal Artillery at Rangoon during the year were seized in the Talédktaw dacoity 
case in the Hanthawaddy district. A Martini-Henry rifle lost by a volunteer in 
1889 was found by a constable buried near Yenangyat in the Pakokku district. 


SECTION XXVIIIL—NON-COGNIZABLE CRIME, — 


45. There were 21,022 cases during the year as against 19,687 cases in the 
previous year, or an increase of 1,335 cases, or 7 percent. The largest increase, 
495 cases, occurred in the Akyab district. Sixty cases, or 29 per cent., were 
referred to the police by Magistrates against 56 cases, or 28 per cent., in 1900. 
The number of cases taken up by the police on the assumption that they were 
cognizable was 884, or 4 per cent., as against 948 cases, or 5 per cent., in 1900. 
The principal increases are shown under “Voluntarily causing hurt” and 
“Intimidation, insult, and annoyance.” A noticeable decrease occurred in the 
number of cases of ‘‘ Criminal force.” 


SECTION XXIX.—WORKING OF THE PREVENTIVE SECTIONS OF 
THE LAW. 


46. Three thousand five hundred and fifty-six persons were brought before the 
Magistrates, as against 4,095 persons, in the previous year. Two thousand seven 
hundred and thirty-eight persons, or 77 per cent., were ordered to furnish security 
as against 3,256 persons, or 80 per cent., in 1900, Inthe Toungoo, Ruby Mines 
and Lower Chindwin districts the number of unsuccessful prosecutions is very 
noticeable. The District Superintendent of Police, Akyab, has commented on 
the want of assistance on the part of the headmen of wards in Akyab. The 
District Superintendent of Police, Pegu, has complained that the Magistrates had 
not the time to take up cases under these sections owing to the pressure of other 
work. The working of the sections in the Paungdé township and in the towns 
of Prome and Shwedaung was hampered by the want of assistance on the part of 
the villagers and the ayatéks. The District Superintendent of Police, Myaung- 
mya district, considers that more might have been done in the Wakéma township 
if the thugyis and respectable inhabitants would come forward and give evidence 
against bad characters. The standing orders on the preparation of cases under 
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these sections were observed. The Commissioner of the Sagaing Division has 
commented unfavourably on the way cases were dealt with in the Shwebo district. 
The Deputy Commissioner, Henzada, and the Deputy Commissioner, Magwe, have 
commented on the want of care sometimes shown in the preparation of cases. 


SECTION XXX.—POLICE SURVEILLANCE OVER RELEASED 
CONVICTS AND PARDONED OFFENDERS. 


47. The number of registered criminals and pardoned offenders at the end of 
the year 1900 was 19,452. During the year 1901, 4,898 persons were added, and 
the total at the end of the year was 24,350. Of this number 3,139 returned to 
honest livelihood and 1,597 emigrated or died during the year. At theclose of the 
year 19,614 persons were borne on the registers, of whom 7,684 were in jail, and 
the whereabouts of 2,415 was unknown. Nine thousand five hundred and fifteen 
persons were under surveillance at the end of the year, of whom 1,511 were 
classed as “livelihood, doubtful” and 8,004 were classed as “ livelihood, honest.” 
Surveillance was well exercised throughout the year, and the reporting of beat 
constables was satisfactory. 


SECTION XXXI.—PROCLAIMED AND ABSCONDED OFFENDERS. 


48. One thousand one hundred and seventy-four proclaimed and absconded 
offenders were advertised in the Supplement to the Police Gazette during the year 
as against 1,309 during the previous year. Evidence under section §12, Criminal 
Procedure Code, was recorded in 795 cases as against 804 cases in the previous 
year. Three persons surrendered, 503 persons were arrested, and the names of. 
g2 persons were removed from the Supplement to the Police Gazette on account 
of death or other causes. The Deputy Commissioner, Prome, has commented on 
a tendency which exists to regard acase as closed when evidence under section 
512, Criminal Procedure Code, has been recorded, 


SECTION XXXII.—IDENTIFICATION OF OLD OFFENDERS, 


49. Two thousand five hundred and thirty-eight persons were re-convicted 
during the year as against 2,254 persons re-convicted during the previous year. Of 
the 2,538 persons, 2,528 were identified by the police before sentence was 
passed and to persons, 6 inthe Toungoo district, 3 in the Thayetmyo district, and 
1 in the Hanthawaddy district, were identified by the Jail officials after sen- 
tence was passed. The system of identification of old offenders by means of fin- 
ger-impressions was in force in all districts except in the Arakan Hill Tracts and 
in the Northern and Southern Shan States. It is doubtful if the real value of the 
system is fully ad bene by all District Police Officers in cases of unidentified 
undertrials. One thousand three hundred and thirty-eight references were made to 
the Bureau and 146, or nearly 11 per cent., were traced. Of the 1,338 references, 
772 were made by Rangoon Town, and resulted in 113 traced cases, or an average 
of 15 per cent. In 92 of the 146 cases traced, enhanced punishment was 
given. The total number of slips in the Bureau at the end of the year was 
20,860, or an increase of 9,886, as compared with the number of the previous year. 
During the year 6 District Superintendents and 5 Assistant Superintendents of 
Police attended a series of lectures on finger-prints at the Bureau, and several 
men of the force attended for instruction. 


SECTION XXXIII.—BEAT PATROLS. 


50. The number of beats in the province during the year was 1,859, and the 
average number of villages in each beat was 18. The average number of square 
miles in a beat was 84. Five hundred and sixteen cognizable cases were brought 
to light by beat constables as against 464 cases during the previous year. The 
system of beat patrols is in full working order except in the Northern and South- 
ern Shan States and inthe Arakan Hill Tracts. The maps showing the villages 
in each beat in the Myaungmya (Myaungmya and Wakéma townships), Thatén 
and Yaméthin districts are reported to be defective. The District Superintend- 
ents of Police, Ruby Mines, Hanthawaddy, Shwebo, Lower Chindwin, and 
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Bhamo districts have made no report regarding the maps in their districts. The 
working of the beat patrols in the Magwe district is adversely commented on by 
the Commissioner and the Deputy Commissioner. The extent to which beat pat- 
rol constables were instructed in their duties and their work checked by superior 
officers was on the whole satisfactory. 


- SECTION XXXIV.—VILLAGE HEADMEN AND RURAL POLICE. 


51. On the whole the relations of circle thugyis and village headmen with 
the police are satisfactory. The District Superintendents of Police of Myaung- 
mya, Amherst and Meiktila comment on the apathy of thugyis. The reports on 
village headmen in the Akyab, Toungoo, Amherst, Pakékku, Meiktila and Yamé- 
thin districts are unfavourable, The reports on ten-house gaungs are generally 
favourable except in the cases of the Akyab, Hanthawaddy and Amherst districts. 


SECTION XXXV.—ESCAPES FROM POLICE CUSTODY, 


52. Eighteen districts reported no escapes. The number of escapes during 
the year from police escorts and police lock-ups and the number recaptured is as 
follows :—

The number of escapes shows an increase of 8 over the previous years’ figures: 
The policemen in fault were dealt with as follows : 18 civil and 10 military police- 
men were convicted, 2 civil and 5 military policemen were discharged by the 
Courts, 20 civil and 1 military policemen were departmentally punished, 2 civil 
policemen evaded punishment by desertion, and 2 civil policemen were pending 
trial at the end of the year. During the year 40,836 persons were arrested,—a 
decrease of 1,835 as compared with the figures of the previous year. The per- 
centage of escapes to arrests is ‘Io as against ‘08 in 1900, and the percentage of 
captures rose from 57 to 65. Three prisoners who escaped from police custody 
in the Prome, Hanthawaddy, and Minbu districts during the previous year were 
captured during the year under report. They were all convicted. 

One escape took place in the Prome district from the custody of the Ywa- 
thugyt and three villagers of Gyobintha village. The Ywathugyi and his men 
were tried and discharged. The Ywathugyi was subsequently punished by the 
Deputy Commissioner with removal. The escaped prisoner is still at large. A 
thugyi who was concerned in the escape of a Kachin prisoner in the Katha dis- 
trict was punished departmentally with a fine of Rs, 5. 


SECTION XXXVI.—PUNITIVE POLICE. 


53. Henzada was the only district in the province in which it was found neces- 
sary to impose a punitive police force. In this district two bodies of police were im- 
posed on (2) four villages in the Petyé circle for harbouring an outlaw, and (4) three 
villages in the same circle for combining to suppress evidence in a murder case. 

The strength of the combined force is two sergeants and 16 constables, and 
it is imposed for a period of nine months commencing from the 1st November. 
The estimated cost of the force is Rs. 3,481. 


SECTION XXXVII.—RAILWAY POLICE. 


54. Sanctioned strength of Police Force-—The sanctioned strength of the 
Railway Police at the beginning of the year was one Assistant District Superin- 
tendent, 5 Inspectors, 7 head constables, 68 sergeants and 242 constables. At 
the end of the year the strength was increased by four sergeants. Onthe 22nd 
July an officer with the rank of District Superintendent of Police, with a local 
aac of Rs. 100 per mensem, was sanctioned for the charge of the Railway 

olice. 

55. Cost of Police.—The cost of the force increased by Rs. 458 on account 
of the change in the status and pay of the officer in charge and of the increase 
made in the strength, 
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86. Distribution of force—One hundred and forty-eight watchmen for the 
safeguarding of goods-sheds, goods wagons and railway property were maintained 
during the year. ; 

57. Statistics of area, &c.—There are 1,177'7 miles of line open for traffic, Stat. E. 
The line from Nawnghkio to Hsipaw, a distance of 533 miles, was opened for traffic 
during the year. The opening of this portion of the line necessitated the establish- 
ment of an outpost at Hsipaw. Owing to the increase of traffic between Sagaing 
and Amarapura Shore an outpost was established at Amarapura Shore. At the 
close of the year there were 18 police-stations and 24 outposts. 

58. Proportion of the Police engaged on prevention and detection of crime,— Stat. E. 
Of the 326 officers and men excluding the District Superintendent of Police, 86 
were employed on duties not connected with the prevention and detection of crime, 
such as office work, station writers, escort duty, training depot, &c. 

59. Sanctioned and actual strength—The force was 11 constables short Stat. F. 
of strength at the end of the year. The strength of the Indian element was in 
creased from 100 to 10g. _ Difficulty was experienced in recruiting desirable men 
in the Katha, Myitkyina, Pegu and Toungoo districts, and in the Northern Shan 
States and in Rangoon town. 

60. Armament.—The treasure-guard at the railway offices, consisting of one 
sergeant and four constables, is armed with Snider rifles. Inspectors and head 
constables are armed with a sword and. revolver. The sergeants and constables 
are armed with das, and the latter carry batons. 


61. Punishments and rewards.—The conduct of the force during the year 
was good, and their attitude towards the people and railway servants was satis- 
factory. 

6a Education and training.—The training of old constables and recruits 
was satisfactory. Forty-eight recruits attended the training depét and 44 passed 
out. Three recruits were under training at the end of the year. The new training 
depét buildings at Ywataung were completed during the year, and the men attend- 
ing the depot were transferred from Toungoo to Ywataung. The health of the 
men has improved since the establishment of the depot at Ywataung. 

63. Length of service.—The Railway Police force was organized in 18go, Stat. F. 
The number of men, with over 10 years’ service was only 51 at the end of the year. 

64. Casualties, &c.—The percentage of casualties to actual strength was 
below the percentage of the police in the districts. Service in the Railway Police is 
ponemly popular, and promotion is usually more rapid thanin the districts. Two 

ndian constables deserted after proceeding on leave to India, and their names 
were struck off the strength of the force. 

65. Health of force-——The health of the force was very good except in the 
Shwebo and Katha districts and at Nawnghkio, where, during the rainy season, 
fever was very prevalent. Men stationed in cold places were provided with cardi- 
gan jackets. 


66. State of buildings and defences.—The force is now well housed through- 
out the line. 


67. Inspections.—The District Superintendent of Police inspected all police 
stations twice or more frequently during the year, except at Katha, Myitkyina, 
Shwebo and Ménywa, which were inspected once.. The following outposts were 
not inspected by the District Superintendent of Police during the year: Hsipaw, 
Amarapura Shore, and Kanbalu. Each of the Inspectors inspected their posts 
frequently during the year. The officiating Inspector-General of police inspected 
the police-station at Mandalay. 


68. Cognizable crime.—Five hundred and twenty-three true cases of cogniz- 
able crime were dealt with as against 539 cases in the previous year. There was 
a decrease of one case in Class I, an increase of six cases in Class II, a decrease - 
of six cases in Class III, an increase of two cases in Class IV, a decrease of 32 
cases in Class V, and an increase of 15 cases in Class VI. The decrease in crime 
is most noticeable under “ Other robberies ” and “ Ordinary theft.” There were 
five cases of placing obstacles on the line which very fortunately failed to cause 
serious damage or loss of life. A clue was obtained in only one case, in which a 
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deaf and dumb lunatic (Burman) was arrested. The accused was discharged by 
the District Magistrate, Yaméthin, for want of sufficient evidence. 

69. General results of Police work.—Under Classes I to V 214 true cognizable 
cases were investigated by the police and 110 cases, or 51 per cent., resulted in 
conviction as against 49 per cent., in the previous year. Under Classes I to VI 
investigation was refused in 24 cases, or 4 per cent., as against 3 per cent. in 
1900. Two hundred and twenty-three persons were dealt with, of whom 122, or 
55 per cent. were convicted. During the previous year 252 persons were dealt 
_ with and 143, or 57 per cent., were convicted. Against serial No.57 of State- 
ment A 8: true cases were dealt with, and 76 or 94 per cent., resulted in con- 
viction as against 97 per cent in the previous year. The percentage of persons 
convicted to persons tried was 92 as against 94 in 1900. 

70. Violent crime.—Four cases of violent crime, two cases of “ Other 
murders ” and two cases of “ Dacoity ” were dealt with during the year as against 12 
cases during the previous year. Firearms were not used in any of these cases. 
Twenty-five per cent. of the violent crime dealt with resulted in conviction. The 
percentage of the previous year was also 25. The value of property stolen was 
Rs. 5-4-0, and none of it was recovered. About 20 natives of India were report- 
ed to have broken into the railway station office at Tawma where the station- 
master was living, and to have carried off the cash-chest. On the alarm being 
given the villagers turned out with torches and followed up the tracks of the dacoits 
to near the old site of the Meiktila station and recovered the cash-chest which 
the dacoits had tried to force open, but, being disturbed by the trackers, the 
dacoits ran away. This case and the two cases of murder are undetected. 

71. Cattle thefts—One true case of cattle theft was dealt with during the 
year and remains undetected. The Railway Police assist the District Police by 
checking cattle sent by train with the description of stolen cattle. 

72. Ordinary theft.—One hundred and fifty-six true cases of ordinary theft 
were dealt with as against 189 cases in 1900. Eighty-five cases, or 54 per cent., 
resulted in conviction as against 4g per cent. in the previous year. The percentage 
of persons convicted to persons dealt with was 71 as against 65 in 1900. The 
value of property stolen was Rs. 7,606 as against Rs. 10,221 in the previous year. 
The value of property recovered was Rs. 3,511, or 46 per cent., as against Rs. 3,034, 
or 30 per cent. in the year 1900. There were 33 true cases of theft from passen- 
ger trains, 11 cases of theft from waggons, and five cases of theft from goods-sheds. 

73. Offences under the Exctse Act.—Twenty-three true cases were dealt with 
as against 14 cases in the previous year. Twenty-two cases, or 96 per cent., result- 
ed in conviction as against 93 per cent., in1goo. The percentage of persons con- 
victed to persons dealt with was 79 as against 67 in the previous year. Three 
thousand and ten tolas of ganja were seized by the Railway Police. 

74. Offences under the Opium Act.—F orty-one true cases were dealt with as 
against 45 cases inthe previous year. Forty cases or 98 per cent. resulted in | 
conviction as against 95 per cent. in 1900. ‘The percentage of persons convicted 
to persons dealt with was 87 as against 88 in the previous year. Thirty-one thousand 
five hundred and thirty-four tolas of opium were seized by the Railway Police. 

75. Offences under the Gambling Act.—Therewere two cases under the 
Gambling Act, and both cases resulted in conviction. 

76. Village headmen.—-Village headmen rendered assistance when referred 
to. The relations of the Railway Police with the village headmen were satisfactory. 

77. Services of officers.—Mr. A.B. Skinner was in charge of the Railway 
Police throughout the year. Mr. Skinner brings to notice the services of Inspec- 
tors Cole, Munro, Sausman and Oxlade. 


SECTION XXXVIII—GENERAL ORDERS ISSUED DURING THE 
YEAR. 


78. The principal orders are briefly summarised below. 
Police Manuals.—The translation of Volume II of the Police Manual was 
issued during the year. It has been found most useful in the instruction of men 
at depéts. The manual for the Burma Military Police was issued during the 


year, 
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Police-station and office records.—The rules for the preservation and de- 
struction of police-station and office records were re-cast and amplified. The 
destruction of unimportant records at stations by Subdivisional Police Officers will 
prevent the accumulation in the District Superintendents’ offices of large masses 
of records. . 
Violent crime report.—The submission of the quarterly violent crime 
report, prescribed at a time when the province was ina disturbed condition, was 
discontinued. Crime classed as ‘‘ Violent” has decreased year by year to a 
marked extent, and the daily report submitted to Government does not now 
require supplementing. 

Special diaries.—A change tending to simplify the preparation of the diary 
required by section 172 of the Code of Criminal Procedure was introduced. 

Returns.—The list of reports and returns was revised, and several periodical 
returns, which experience had shown to be unnecessary, were dispensed with, 

Shooting passes.—The rules for the grant of shooting passes to British 
soldiers were added to the Police Manual and brought to the notice of all ranks. 

Medicine chests.—The rules relating to the replenishment, &c., of medicine 
chests were added to during the year. 

Military prisoners—The procedure to be followed in asking for the sur- 
render of the person of an accused subject to the Indian Articles of War charged 
with an offence under the Indian Penal Code was laid down. 


SECTION XXXIX.—SERVICES OF OFFICERS. 


79. Colonel S. C. F. Peile, C.1.E.,. 1.S.c., Inspector-General of Police pro- 
ceeded on furlough on the 3rd April. 

Major (temporary Lieutenant-Colonel) H. Parkin, 1.S.C., officiated as In- 
spector-General of Police from the 3rd April to the end of the year. 

Mr. J. Dixon was Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police throughout the 
year. 
Major H. Parkin, 1.S.c., Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police, was 
relieved by Captain R. F. C. Gordon, 1.S.C., who officiated in the appointment 
from the 11th April to the end of the year. 

Captain G. T. Robinson, 1.S.c., was Deputy Inspector-General of Police 
for Supply and Clothing from the 1st January to the 8th July, when he reverted 
to military duty and was relieved by Mr. A. . Mayne, who held the appointment 
during the remainder of the year.

SECTION I—STRENGTH, DISTRIBUTION, COST AND CASTE, 
(See TABLE E-1.) 


80. Strength and distribution.—At the end of the year the force was 149 
below sanctioned strength. 

81. Myitkyina Battalion.—On the 8th December 1901 a new post at Law- 
khum was established and garrisoned by one British officer, three Native Officers, 
and 97 rank-and-file. At the same time a temporary signalling station was estab- 
lished at Gangra and garrisoned by 25 rifles. 

82. Bhamo Battalion——A company of Rajputs was received from Shwebo 
Battalion in exchange for a company of Brahmins. The posts at Alawpim and 
Warrabum were withdrawn on the 15th May and re-established on the 23rd 
September and 3rd December respectively. 

83. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The post at.Thabeikkyin was increased by 
25 men in June Igol. 

84. Mandalay Battalion —Three companies of Gurkhas proceeded to the 
Southern Shan States and relieved the Native troops at Taunggyi, Thamakhan, 
Bampon and Loikaw on the 1st January 1go1. 

85. Shwebo Battalion.—With the exception of the exchange of a company 
of Rajputs with the Bhamo Battalion mentioned above, there was no important 
change of organization. The temporary post at Indaw was withdrawn in July, 
being no longer required. 

86. Chindwip Battalion.—The permanent outpost at Palé was removed to 
Yinmabin. 

87. Rangoon Battalion.—The sanctioned strength of the Veterinary estab- 
lishment was increased during the year by the addition of one salutri who was trans- 
ferred from Bhamo. The sanctioned strength of the Hanthawaddy district was 
increased by 20 men on account of the establishment of Théngwa post. 

88. No alterations were made in the strength of other battalions. 

89. British officers—The sanctioned strength of British officers on 1st 
January 1902 was—

SECTION II—CASUALTIES, REWARDS AND PUNISHMENTS. (See 
TABLE B.) 


93. The percentage of casualties to average strength shows a considerable 
decrease in comparison with the figures of the previous year, and there is a notice- 
able decrease in the percentage of punishments to average strength. The dis- 
cipline of the force was good except in the case of the Arakan Hill Tracts, and 
the relations of the men with the people were very satisfactory. 


The following Native officers received rewards during the year :—

third class of the Order of Merit.

SECTION III.—HEALTH OF FORCE. (See TABLE C.) 


94. In comparison with the percentage of the previous year the percentage 
of casualties from natural causes and the percentage of men sent on sick leave to 
India shows a slight increase. The percentage of admissions to hospital shows a 
considerable increase. 


95. Myitkyina Battalion.—The number of deaths decreased by two. The 
Civil Surgeon has remarked that admissions to hospital and deaths occurred 
chiefly among the recruits who arrived at Myitkyina during thegainy season. The 
Civil Surgeon has recommended— 


(a) that arrangements should be made to bring recruits over from India 
only during the dry season ; 

(6) that they shou'd be sent away to the posts in the hills to avoid the 
rainy season in the plains ; 

(c) that they should be provided with warm clothing ; 

(d) that all the men of the battalion should be provided with mosquito 
nets to serve as a prophylactic against the bite of the malarial 
mosquito. 

Steps have been taken to provide a free issue of warm clothing to the men 
of this battalion. 

96. Ruby Mines Battalion The health of the men during the year was bad, 
and the number of men sent on sick leave to India increased. Steps have been 
taken to provide a free issue of warm clothing to the men of this battalion. 

97. Chin Hillis Battalion —There was a falling off in the health of the men 
during the year. Want of suitable accommodation at outposts for men passing 
along the lines of communication between Falam, Tiddim, Haka and Fort White, 
and between those places, and the plains, is stated to be the main cause of sickness. 
The temporary sheds which have been erected are stated to afford insufficient 
shelter, and small semi-permanent barracks at each stage are required. 

98. Chindwin Battalion —Sickness amongst the men at the posts in the 
Upper Chindwin was very prevalent. The battalion is undermanned and an in- 
crease in the strength is necessary. 

99. Shwebo Battalion.—The health of the men in the Katha district was 
bad. The attention of the Commandant has been directed to the necessity of 
arranging for frequent reliefs. 

100. Magwe Battalion—One hundred and sixteen men were sent on sick 
leave to India duringthe year. The outpost at Mindat-Sakan is mainly responsible 
for the sickness of the men of the battalion. This outpost, since the close of the 
year, has been garrisoned by Gurkhas from Myitkyina, and the men of the Magwe 
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Battalion have been withdrawn. The outpost at Mindat-Sakan will be abandoned 
and the men moved to Kanpetlet before the rains set in. 

101. Zoungoo Battalion.—The battalion is undermanned and an addition to 
the strength is necessary. 

102. Avakan Hill Tracts Battalion.—The number of deaths is attributed to 
an unhealthy year and excessive rainfall. . 


SECTION IV.—RECRUITING. 


103. Recruiting was carried on by the employment of recruiting parties in 
India through men on leave in India and at the headquarters of battalions in the 
case of men who presented themselves locally for enlistment. The recruiting of 
Kachins was carried on by the Commandant of thé Bhamo Battalion. The re- 
cruiting of Karens was, from the 3rd September, undertaken by the Recruiting 
Officer for Karens, who was appointed with headquarters at Toungoo. Nine 
hundred and nine recruits were enlisted, including 20 Kachins and 75 Karens. 
The general quality of the recruits enlisted was good. 


SECTION V.—EQUIPMENT. 


104. All battalions except the Mandalay, Magwe, Toungoo and Rangoon 
Battalions and the Military Police in the Arakan Hill Tracts were re-armed with 
the Martini-Henry rifle. Eight 7-pounder (200 lbs. weight) guns were received from 
the Ordnance Department and six were issued to the Bhamo Battalion and two to 
the Myitkyina Battalion for the defence of posts. The Myitkyina, Bhamo, Nor- 
thern Shan States and Chin Hills Battalions were supplied with the Mackenzie 
equipment. With the approval of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor further 
issues of the Mackenzie equipment were stopped and arrangements have been made 
to equip other battalions with bandoliers made to hold Martini-Henry ammunition. 


SECTION VI.—TRANSPORT. 


105. The cost of transport during the year under report was Rs. 66,933 as ~ 
compared with Rs. 55,793 in the previous year. The increase is due to the batta- 
lions being more up to sanctioned strength and to the increase of 25 transport 
animals sanctioned for the Chin Hills. The expenditure of the Shwebo Battalion 
was only shown for six months last year. 

Fifty-three ponies were purchased. The number of casualties during the year 
was 31. 

106. Chindwin Battalion —Four ponies were destroyed on account of 
surrah. 

107. Chin Hills Battalion.—Thirty-four mules died of surrah. 

108. Mandalay Battalion—The posts in the Southern Shan States were 
furnished with 23 ponies for transport purposes. The Officer Commanding Taung- 
gyi has remarked that elephants are necessary for work during the rains. 

109. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Three mules died of surrah. 


SECTION VII.—MOUNTED INFANTRY. 


110. The state of efficiency of the Mounted Infantry was maintained. One 
hundred and seventy-four ponies were purchased. Thenumber of casualties dur- 
ing the year was 28. 

111. Reserve Battaliton—The strength of the Moynted Infantry was re- 
duced during the year from 170 to 148. The 22 ponies were transferred to the 
Myitkyina Battalion, —. 

112. Myitkyina Battalion.—The strength of the Mounted Infantry was rais- 
ed from 28 to 50. 

113. Bhamo Battalion—The strength of the Mounted Infantry was raised 
from 85 to 113. The company was very favourably noticed by the Lieutenant- 
Géneral Commanding the Forces, Madras Command. The Commandant has re- 
commended that jhools should be supplied to the Mounted Infantry ponies, as the 
cold is intense during the cold season in the Bhamo district. 

The Commissioner has remarked: “I quite agree with the Battalion Com- 
madant as to the necessity for the supply of jhools.”

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SECTION VIII.—SUPPLY AND CLOTHING. 


114. A detailed report under this head is submitted by the Deputy In- 
spector-General of Police for Supply and Clothing, Burma. 


SECTION IX.—MUSKETRY., 


115. The Reserve Battalion was again the best shooting battalion in the 
force, with a figure of merit of 125'05 as against 122°36 in the previous year. 

Jamadar Wasawa Singh of the Magwe Battalion made 94 out of 96 points in 
revolver practice. 

The first prize of Rs. 100 and a badge for the best shot in the force was won 
by No. 68, Havildar Lakhmi Dass, of the Magwe Battalion. * 


SECTION X.--BUILDINGS. 


116. Reserve Battalion.—Permanent quarters for the Native officers are 
under construction. 

A new office building is very urgently required, as the present temporary office, 

being a thatch and mat one, is quite unsuitable for the safekeeping of the office 
records. 
117. Bhamo Battalion—The posts at Sinlum, Lwéjé and Pankhan were 
taken in hand: Sinlum was built of stone. Lwéjé requires roofing with corrugated 
iron and the building of married quarters to complete requirements. Pankham is 
under construction.. Rest-houses are required for halting places on the district 
toads. Much sickness is due to hardship and exposure undergone on escort, pay 
party and other duties in the district. Barbed wire for the defence of the outposts 
was supplied. The Deputy Commissioner has remarked: “ All Military Police 
outposts which are surrounded by deep and wide ditches should be provided with 
two draw-bridges each (one at quarter-guard and one opposite cook-houses) ; also 
bullet-proof gates at the site of draw-bridges, also high crows’ nests, These cannot 
be made by Military Police unskilled labour.” 

118. Shwebo Battalion.—The following buildings were constructed by the 
Public Works Department during the year :— 


One semi-permanent office, seven Native officers’ quarters, cook-house 
and latrines, Battalion Commandant’s quarters, stables for Mount- 
ed Infantry and transport ponies. 


A pucca well is in course of construction. The buildings at headquarters 
and at outposts are in good repair and sufficient. 

119. Magwe Battalion.—The buildings of this battalion, with the exception 
ofthe men’s barracks at Minbu, are all temporary buildings and in bad order. The 
construction ‘of semi-permanent barracks at Magwe has been sanctioned and 
funds provided. 

120. Mandalay‘Battalion.—The following works are in progress, #.e., quar- 
ters for eight Native officers and barracks for 200 single men and 10 married men. 
Except at Taunggyi, permanent barracks are required in the Southern Shan States. 

121. Northern Shan States Battalton.—New permanent barracks at head- 
quarters and at Kutkai outpost are under construction. 

. 122. Rangoon Battalion.—A sick stable for six ponies has been built. 
Married quarters in the district are much needed. 

123. Chin Hills Battalton,—Small semi-permanent barracks for occupation 
by escorts and men passing along the lines of communication are required at each 
stage. 


SECTION XI.—OTHER POINTS OF INTERIOR ECONOMY. 


_ 124. Myitkyina Battalion.—Gymnastic apparatus has been purchased from 
the battalion fund. It would be a great boon if a Government grant could be given 
to erect a gymnasium-shed, so that gymnastics could go on during the rains, when 
time is apt to hang heavily on the men’s hands. 

125. Bhamo Battalion.—A large vegetable garden has been started at the 
headquarters, and experiments in growing wheat, oats, barley and potatoes are 
being carried out at Lwéjé. 
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A school was opened for the Kachins. The men attended well and are 
making progress. 

The Commissioner has remarked— 

“ With a view to improving the education of Kachin recruits and so later on of spread- 
ing the desire for education in the hills while removing a grievance of the Kachin sepoys 
who fecl the invidious distinction made between them and their native comrades, I recom- 
mended some time ago that Kachin sepoys should be granted rewards for passing in Bur- 
mese and Hindustani, but especially in Burmese. I hope the concession may be granted 
en have a very good, and, as far as the Kachins are concerned, a far-reaching 
effect. 

126. Northern Shan States Battalton.—Gardens have been started at Kutkai 
and Tangyan and have proved a great success. 


SECTION XII.—ACTIVE SERVICE. 


127. Myitkyina Battalton.—The usual escorts were furnished to Civil 
Officers. Small reinforcements were sent to Kamaing when trouble was anticipat- 
ed there. 

128. Bhamo Battalion.—The usual escorts were furnished to the Civil Offi- 
cers, Kachin Hills. One jemadar and 50 Kachins were employed during the open 
season in the Myitkyina district. A party of one jemadar and 50 men (Natives 
of India) went with the British Consul to the Chinese frontier. One havildar and 
16 sowars were detailed as an escort to General Protheroe on his frontier tour. 

129. Ruby Mines Battalion.—Thirty men were employed in the Kodaung. 

130. Shwebo Battalion.—An escort of 15 men was furnished for three months 
to Mr. Jennings, Assistant Superintendent of Police, Katha, during his tour in the 
Kachin Hills. 

131. Chin Hills Battalion.—The battalion furnished several escorts, chiefly 
to accompany officers on census work and collecting revenue. 

132. Magwe Battalion.—One British officer, three Native officers and 161 

. rank-and-file under the command of Captain J. H. Peck of the Shwebo Battalion 
formed a punitive expedition against the village of Khrum. 

133. Mandalay Battalion furnished the usual escorts, and the Southern 
Shan States detachment furnished escorts to the Survey, Forest, Civil and Politi- 
cal Officers. 

134. Northern Shan States Battalion.—An escort of 100 men under 
Captain Rainey: toured in the Kachin Hill Tracts with the Assistant Political 
Officer, Kutkai. The usual escorts were supplied to Survey and other officers. 


SECTION XIII—ESCAPES. 


135. During the year there were 14 escapes from Military Police custody as 
against six in the previous year. 


SECTION XIV.—MAGISTERIAL POWERS. 


136. Seven cases were tried by Commandants during the year. No cases 
were tried by the Adjutants in Lower Burma. 


SECTION XV.—INSPECTIONS. 


137. Reserve Battation.—The battalion was inspected by the Deputy In- 
spector-General of Military Police in July. 

138. Myttkyina Battalion.—The Officiating Inspector-General of Police 
inspected the battalion in July. 

Lieutenant-General C. J. Burnett, c.B., Commanding the Forces, Madras 
Command, inspected the battalion on the 7th April, and the Hon’ble Sir Edmond 
Elles, K.c.B., Military Member of Council, on the 8th December. 

139. Bhamo Battalion.—The battalion was inspected by Lieutenant-General 
C. J. Burnett, C.B., Commanding the Forces, Madras Command, accompanied by 
Major-General Protheroe, C.B., C.S.I., on the 1oth April. Lieutenant-General 
Burnett was much pleased with the inspection, and especially praised the Mounted 
Infantry andthe Kachins. The battalion was inspected by the ray ae Inspector- 
General of Military Police onthe 26th May. The Superintendent, Civil Veterinary 
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Department, Burma, inspected the Mounted Infantry and transport animals on 
the 22nd January and was much pleased with the general state of the ponies and 
stables. 

140. Ruby Mines Battalion.—The battalion was inspected by the Inspector- 
General of Police on the 7th March. 

141. Chindwin Battalion—The Inspector-General of Police inspected the 
headquarters of the battalion on the 11th January and the Kindat outpost on the 4th 
February. The Commissioner, Sagaing Division, inspected outposts at Homalin 
and Thamanthi on the 2oth and 21st June. The Deputy Commissioner, Upper 
Chindwin district, inspected the outposts of Yezagyo, Tamu and Thamanthi. 
The Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals inspected the headquarters on the 13th 
July. ; 

: 142. Shwebo Battalion —The Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police 
inspected the battalion on the 23rd September. 

143. Magwe Battalion —His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor inspected the 
battalion on the 13th July. The Officiating Inspector-General of Police inspected 
the headquarters at Magwe and the detachments at Minbu and Pakokku in 
August. 

144. Mandalay Battalton.—His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor inspected 
the battalion on the 4th July. The battalion was inspected by the Deputy Inspec- 
tor-General of Military Police on the 23rd June, and the outposts at Meiktila on the 
28th June. The detachment at Taunggyi, Southern Shan States, was inspected 
by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police on the 27th March. 

145. Northern Shan States Battalion —His Excellency the Viceroy visited 
Lashio on the 1st December. A mounted escort under Captain Abbey was provid- 
ed between the rail head at Manpwe and Lashio. His Excellency the Viceroy in- 
spected the guards-of-honour at the Residency at Lashio and at the Hsipaw Rail- 
way station. His Excellency was pleased to express his satisfaction with the 
arrangements made by the Military Police during his visit. 

His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, accompanied by the Deputy Inspector- 
General of Military Police, inspected the headquarters of the battalion on the gth 
October and the outpost at Hsipaw on the 7th October. His Honour was also 
present at practice with the seven-pounder guns, when some good shooting was 
made, Major-General Protheroe, C.B., C.S.1., Commanding the Burma District, 
inspected the men at headquarters on the 28th December and the Kutkai outpost 
on the 30th December. The Major-General expressed himself pleased with the 
appearance of the men on parade. 

146. Rangoon Battalion.—All the outposts in the districts were inspected 
by either the Adjutant or the Assistant Adjutant. 

147- Zoungoo Battalion The headquarters of the battalion at Toungoo 
were inspected by the Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police in August. 
Inspection work in the districts was carried out by the Adjutant and Assistant 
Adjutant. 

148. Arakan Hill Tracts Battalion.—The inspection of outposts by the 
Superintendent and by the Assistant Superintendent of Police and Inspectors was 
satisfactory.
